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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3,7-34,1 14,1 1 5 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 7 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 8 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 9 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller 1 . 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 10-1 1 is the inclusion of the 
following limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications 
according to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller, wherein at least one 
application controller includes logic configured to request the execution controller to 
start a process'. 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claim 12 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the applications 
managed by a second application controller, wherein the execution controller includes 
logic configured to request the node controller to start a process'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 19 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller 1 . 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 21-28 is the inclusion of the 
following limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications 
according to an execution model that is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller; and at least one application 
controller includes distribution management logic to use distribution policy information 
as input and to output distribution information based on the distribution policy 
information'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claims 29-33 is the inclusion of the 
following limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications 
according to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller, wherein a first application 
controller is configured to create container processes only on a first node group'. 
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The primary reason for the allowance of claims 34 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'a first application controller configured to manage applications according 
to an execution model thin is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 14 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'starting a plurality of application controllers module wherein each application 
controller module manages at least one application according to an execution 
model, and a first application controller module manages applications according 
to an execution model that is different from the execution model of the 
applications managed by a second application controller module'. 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 1 1 5 is the inclusion of the following 
limitations: 'one application according to an execution model, to initiate the creation of 
a container process and to use distribution policy information as input in order to 
generate distribution information output; and a first application controller configured to 
manage applications according to an execution model that is different from the 
execution model of the applications managed by a second application controller'.
